On January 4, 2023, the United States Trustee’s Office through the United States 
Department of Justice, appointed the members of the official committee of unsecured creditors 
(collectively, the “Committee”), and the law firms of Pachulski Stang Ziehl & Johnes LLP and 
Larson & Zirzow, LLC are proposed counsel to the Committee. 

4. On January 9, 2023, the Court entered the first interim order on the Motion [ECF 
No. 74], and on January 23, 2023, entered a second interim order with respect to approval of the 
Motion on an interim basis, and setting a final hearing date on the Motion for February 9, 2023 at 
10:30 a.m. (the “Final Hearing”) [ECF No. 105]. 

5. On or about January 25, 2023, the Parties entered into the first stipulation (“First 
Stipulation”) requesting an extension of the briefing periods regarding Debtor’s Motion, which
